SAYKHt OP THE PIBeiKMl OP BRITAIN 



Recently in the hall of the Catholic 

Clul), DiiMiii, .III :it)1i' liHliirc oil l\n- 
"L.08t Mission of the Irish Nation" was 
delivered by Dr. Sigenon, who is one of 
the moat intellectual men of the Irish 
metropolis. Rev. Father Delany pre- 
sided and tlierc wns a larxe attendance. 

In the course of his remarks the lec- 
turt-r reft rii.l ti) tin- i!i V( l"iiiiu-iit of na- 
tions, and said tlie siinpksl uroup, tlie 
family, did not suffice: it require<l that 
numerons leaaer groups should cooperate, 
and thia great complex group was a na- 
tion. In Pagan timea the intereaU of 
the Irish were not limited to the mate- 
rial world, l)ul tliiy l)eliel<l words beyond 
full of l)faiity and delicacy. When 
Christianity caim- it came to a cultured 
people, and in a short time the island 
was aflame with it. The spiritual energy 
of the Irish of those days is proved by 
the hosU of Christian emiMurica which 
the island sent forth all over Burope, 
and whose names were cherished with 
reverence to this day on the Continent. 
When wi- considered the vast continents 
that had since IIksc <!ays been opened 
up, and the part which the Irish played 
in them, the answer to the (pustioii, 
"Has the nation preserved this ^re&i 
quickening faculty still, or was it gone?" 
must be, "No, the nation haa been faith- 
ful and has not failed." Chivalry was 
uiKjnestioiiahly a distinguishing charac- 
teristic of the ancient race. Straho wrote 
emphatically as to the warlike (pialitie.s 
of the Celtic race. Tlie description was 
fair, though imperfect, and applied suf- 
ficiently to the ancestors of those gallant 
Irish soldiers of whom Sir Walter Scott 

fffffi "T'ltt, Jgg***^ *° 

Uryglee." CttUiinly as a race 

lighted ill chivalrous -varfare, distlaining 
whatever they deemed uiif:'.ir or mean. 
In our old heroic roniaiiccs iiiiMinierahle 
examples may be found, the jH-rc. :al of 
which should tend to exalt the ideals -if 
generations. The record of their prow- 
eaa does not depend only on native writ- 
ers, for they knew from foreiga sources 
that the Irish armies invaded Oaul, that 
they Iirought over thousands of captives, 
that they waged valorous war against the 
Roman Legions in Caledonia, that Ilrit- 
annia wept when the sea foamed heiiealh 
the Irish oars. They might put aside 
AgriooU's boast of what he could do.since 
ht did not even attempt to invade Ire- 
land. At that time, indeed, the Iriah 
Gael were more than willing to meet him 
half way, as he discovered in Scotland, 
whither their armies had gone to the 
succor of their colonies and the assist- 
ance of their allies. The most renowned 
of the Caledonian chiafa was one called 
in I<atin Galgacus, a name confessedly 
Celtic and very Iriah, aeeing that Doire 
Calgach was of old the name of that 
Ulster dtr which changed it for that of 
Doire Colunicille. The oration which 
the Latin author ascribes to Calgach ex- 
ptcaaed, no doubt, the very sentinu nls 
of the Gaels in their strife against Komati 
domination, and the fact that auch a 
speech should beoompoaed for him in- 
dicated that the Romans found the Celta 
of these islands as expert in eloquence as 
those of the Gaul. It also showed that 
the Roman could do justice to the mo- 
tives of an enemy. The address, indeed, 
resembled that of Uruce to his army, ,ind 
Burns probably found the idea uf this 
poem in the apeech of C«lgach. <*When 
I consider the motives which have roused 
us to this vrar," exclaimed Calgach, 
"when I reflect on the need that calls 
for our stauuchest vigor, I expect all that 
is ^jreat and noble from that union of 
feelings which jKTvades us. I'rom this 
day I date the freedom of Britain. We 
are the men who never crouched in Ijond- 
age. Beyond this there is no land where 
liberty can find a refuge. Even the sea 
ia shut against us, while the Roman fleet 
is hovering on the coast. To draw the 
sword in the cause of freedom is the 
true glory of the brave, and in our con- 
dition cowardice itself would throw away 
tlie scabbard' ' ' .\rf the nations 
rich, Roman avarice is their enemy. 
Are they poor, Roman ambition lords it 
over them. To rob, to ravage and to mur- 
der, in their imposing Unguage, are the 
arts of civilization. When they have 
made a desert they call it peace." 
This speech, composed by a generous foe, 
was designed to show the motives which 
moved the Celtic races against the Ro- 
mans, and demonstrates their uncon- 
querable spirit, their virile courage and 
their union of sentiment. Strange aa it 
might now aeem, paradoxical even, it is 
yet true that, in those early ages, the 
Irish nation was looked to by freeborn 
Britons as their protector, and proved 
itself the savior of the freedom of Brit- 
ain ny assisting to expel the Romans. 
Had that -martial and cliivalric spirit 
which animated our uation m former 
times disappeared with the generations 
who exempli fie<l it then? If there could 



be such an .Tsscrlion but tlii-rc was 
none - lioiv convincing would be the 
contradiction given by the great nations 
of Russia, .\uslria, Spain and I"raiice, 
where the exiled Irish and their noble 
descendants upheld the honor of their 
adopted lands and the memory of their 
forefathers with heroic fidelity^ 

In Tagnn times men of learning held 
the foremost rank in Ireland, next to the 
monnrcli; their wands conferre<1 pratec- 
tion and sanctury. Wlu ii tlu- Cluistian 
church emerging from catacombs began 
to raise its voice in hymns of praise, the 
gift of song came into the Western 
church from the Celts. St. Ambrose was 
bom in Gaul, St. Hilary was himself a 
Oaul, and when the first Council of the 
cnnrch met in Rome to decide what 
books should be approved and what re- 
jected, one- work wliich iiu-l with the 
highest commendation — which almost 
every year since has been republished in 
new editions — was the "Carmen Pasch- 
ale," the Eaater Song, by Sednlius. an 
Irish bard (applause). Most of the na- 
tions of Europe had been proud to pro- 
duce this poem, which is the first Kpic of 
Christendom, but Ireland had l)een silent. 
So great was the entliusiasiii for kariiiiig, 
so high was the honor of literature, that 
the Irish universe counted their students 
by thousanda. Their renown overspread 
Burope, and called visitors to their halls 
from all the adjoining kingdoms. Norse- 
men snd Saxons and Gauls had streets 
name<l after them in Irish university 
towns; Romans came, and even drceks, 
for Ireland, in the words of faitliworthy 
witnesses, was "New Rome," the "School 
of the West." In no place, at no period, 
waa there ahowu auch intense seal for the 
cultivation of letters, nor had the world 
ever witnesced such magnificent hospi- 
tality as that lavished on foreign students 
by the Irish nation. On the evidence of 
that great Saxon, llu- X'ciuTable liede, 
they learne<l Ih.il 1^' i ni l received all 
comers with a liberal svelcome and hos- 
pitably entertaiued them, giving them 
books to read — when books were rare 
and precious — instruction in every art 
and science then known, and all gratu- 
itously ( apidause 1. It was a great claim, 
but it was Mdinittid. In that glorious 
period Iri,ili authors helped to .save classic 
letters from degradation, and did more — 
they laid the deep and strong foundations 
of modern literature. They gave of their 
higher culture and elaborated methods 
to the Norse, to the Anglo-Saxon, to the 
Cermans, to the French, and to the 
Spaniards, directly or indirectly. They 
taught the new nation'- tin- systems of 
verse and music of rhymed and non- 
rhymed lines, on which all later poetry 
has l)een fashioned. Heyoiid the cla.ssic 
world they created new realms of heroic

[ona or other statM, mystic dreams, and 

humorous tales which inspired or influ- 
enced nincli of the j;real intellectual ef- 
forts of other and later im ii. It was an 
undeniable fact that ancient Ireland was 
the mother of literature (applause). Was 
Ireland now faithful to the great misaion 
bequeathed her in illustrious heritage 
No 1oubt, storm after storm has swept 
over Ireland, wrecked its universities, de- 
stroye<l its great schools, and .it last, for 
a time, swept over the land like a simoon, 
burying all e<lucalion ii ndcr a Sahara of 
sterile .sand. Hut the nation outlived it 
all, and in the very worst time of the 
tempest it created a constellation of col- 
leges abroad. Had the nation then fallen 
away from tta strong enthusiasm and 
high ideals? No doubt, in the last half 
century, much had" been accomplished, 
and ruins had grown again into schools 
and colleges, but w<-re the |)eopli- in- 
spired liy the same intense zeal as of old? 
Let them take a test and apply it. Look at 
the publishers' lists, and s.-e what multi- 
tudes of volumes sre poured forth, and 
how few of these come from Irish authors 
and how fewer still were produced by 
Irish piiblislurs The result was one 
that sliould cause a painful Immiliation 
in the luMrl ol any one who holds the 
honors of his iintion dear. That was an 
exceptional and an eminent mission 
which enabled and inspired the ancient 
nation of Ireland to become a mother of 
literature. Hia fear waa that this may be a 
lapsed and lost mission if the people be 
not awakened to the presence and effect 
of a paralyzing a])athy. Hut in order that 
their ualioii might advance, it must per- 
ceive Its lailings and its fault; it must 
put aside the false standards under which 
glaiing gawds and gilded vulgarity were 
set before refiiu-'l metal, and mercenary 
materialism preferred to the expressions 
of H>iritual and mental life (applansc).

Below is given the fourth and last 
chapter in Mr. Michael Cavanagh'a series 

of stories of his visit with other Irish- 
.\mericans to tli,' ^r.iye of Theobald 
Wolfe Tone ( )iie of the ))rincipals, Mr. 
Jeremiah Kavanagh, still resides in this 
city, honored and respected by his fel- 
low-countrymen: 

"God rest them all! the good and brave. 
Though far apart their bodies lie-- 

In Irish earth or foreign grave, 

Their souls commingle m the sky!" 
Having accomplished the object of our 
visit to Bodeotown we returned to Sallins, 
where, findiug we had some time to 
spare l)efore the arrival of the train for 
Dublin, we spent a most agreeable hour 
ill the society of the w.irni-hearted fam- 
ily of our new-made friend John Magratli. 
The object of our visit naturally formed 
the chief topic of conversation. One of 
the party recited "Tone's Grave!" and 
our host, in the warmth of his enthusi- 
asm, proffered me the generous privilege 
of a grave beside the hero, provided I 
died in Ireland and wishe<l to be buried 
there, "for," said In . "luir family burial 
place is dose beside W DIfe Tone's, and 
no one shall come Del ween him and you, 
if you wish it and I survive you!" 

I thanked him for the kind offer, 
which I nevertheless, felt compelled to 
decline; because, in the first place, I waj 
not ambitious of a distinction I did not 
merit, and secondly, if I had a choice, 
I'd piefer to take ni.\ last sleep beside 
her in whose arms I had my (irst! 

As we were about taking Ic n r nt this 
genial family our host presented us with 
a fine hare, which had been caught the 
previous day on the lands of Bodens- 
town, requesting that as we could not re- 

accept it. 

Mv Califoriiian namesake acknowl- 
edged the gift lu an appropriate speech, 
which I supplemented by observing that, 
as I did not expect to participate in the 
prospective feast (for the reason that I 
would leave Dublin before it came off), 
I would, then and there, secure my 
share of tbc token of f lit iidship, and, 
suiting the action to tlu- vvord, I appro- 
priated the "scut." 

( In our return to Sallins station we 
found the 'sargent' still on the look-out. 
He evidently waa expecting us, for, while 
we awaited the arrival oC the train, he 
sauntered up to me and opened a cover- 
sation. He soon assumed a confidential 
tone, and, with .i clirriiiing frankness, 
tohl me that he "knew who we were and 
where we were .goiii.i; on our arrival in 
the morning;" that in fact "all the 
movements of our party were known 
since we h^pded at Qneenstown," with 
more to the same purport. 

I presumed he intended to impress me 
with a salutary awe of the omniscient 
whose fitting representative he was. But 
if so the attempt was a failure, for in 
the language of the immortal Backwoods 
Bard: 

"I wasn't born in a thicket. 
To be scared by a cricket," 
or, to express it in plsin prose, "I knew 
the likes of him of ould"— for I was 
brought up in a place where "peelers" 
were "little liked and less feared;" and 
knowing that nothing so confounds those 
crooke<l-niindeil sconinlrLls as speaking 
the plain truth - with a frankness as con- 
tiding as his own, I told him that "we 
anticipated such attentions from Her 
Majesty's represantatlvea duriog'onr stay 
in Ireland; we looked upon them as due 
to the position we occupied, and there- 
fore, as a matter of course, regarded them 
with the utmost indifference! 

Though rather surprised with the curt- 
ness of my reply, he returned to the 
charge, and in an off-hand sort of way 
inquired "how long we purported re- 
maning in Ireland?" I replied that, that 
was uncertain just then; thst under cer- 
tain not improbable contingencies some 
of us might be induced to lemain there 
altogether, while others might find it 
necessary to recruss the Atlantic on im- 
jxjrtaii'. business!" 

The arrival of the triiiii terminated our 
interesting confab, and we parted with 
mutual expressions of good will — ^but 
with some mental reservationa on both 
sides. 

On our return to Dublin we took a car 
and proi^eeded to Glasnevin cemetery to 

view the spot wherein our charge was to 
be laid at rest on the morrow. We found 
the grave already prepared, in close 
proximity to that of .\nne l>evlin, Robert 
Emmet's heroic servant, and within the 
shadow of the modern "Round Tower" 
that ri<es above the remains of O'Con- 
nell. We ascended the latter structure, 
and from its lofty summit enjoyed a 
splendid panoramic view of Dublin and 
its environs, thus appropriately terminat- 
ing the experiences of this eventful day. 

In the years which have since gone 
down "the stream of time" have passed 
into the illimitable "ocean of eternity" 
many jf the men whose memories are 



most closely associated with my reminis- 
cences of that delightful day.

buildings with all inodern improvements. 
They have now a pateiite<l desk-aiid-seat 
combination, accoinniudatiiig only two 
pupils, in place of the old desks of heavy 
wood, defaced by many a penknife and 
overturned bottle of ink, and kmg bench 
where five youthful aspirants for know- 
ledge found place, and where seven or 
eight could be crowdeil ini when the 
winter time brought in an influx of 
farmer boys. There are frosteil jjanes 
in the windows to siiut out the view of 
wooded bill and silvery creek from the 
dreamy-eyed children, and the ventila- 
tion is effected according to fixed meth- 
ods, which makes impossible the dis- 
tracting sight and SoundHofWe cardinaT 
and mocking birds. Perhaps the rising 
generation of country cliililren will be 
more learned in book lore than their 
elder sisters and brothers, but they will 
have missed something from their lives 
psst the power d science to bestow. We 
can imagine with what reluctance the 
boy of whom, from childhood, it may 
well be said, "The stars and sunlight of 
his nights and days inoved over him in 
dreams," (juitteil the country school for 
the one in the town in Coiinersyille. On 
completing its course he went to St. 
Meinrad's College, afterward to St. 
Mary's College, returning at the close of 
two years spent in the cdebratcd Ken- 
tucky institution of learning to St. Mein- 
rad's, from which he was graduated with 
honors. During his years at St. Mary's 
he was put in charge of the college Jiaper, 
The Sentinel, .and in its oluinns his lirst 
poetical efforts saw the light; but assum- 
ing them to be only those effusions which 
are ss natural to romantic youth aa meaa- 
els and chickenpox are to him at an 
early age, when Mr. Walsh entered the 
arena of life the Muse and he appeared 
to part company. Having determined on 
the profession of law, he went to Louis- 
ville and began his studies under the 
eminent Judge Fox, and in 1884 was ad- 
mitted to the bar. 

In his work at the bar Mr. Walsh has 
been moat successful, and is todsy one 
of the foremost lawyers of the old Ken- 
tucky city, renowned as it is, and has 
ever been, for the genius of the men who 
have adornetl its legal profession. It al- 
most naturally follows that a lawyer in 
Kentucky is more or less a politician, 
and Mr. Walsh is notan exception to the 
rule. A Democrat of course, he is an 
ardent supporter of the good old party, 
.111(1 during jjolitical campaign limes, is 
active as worker and speaker in the in- 
terest of his candiilales. His jiolitics, 
however, are of that pure type which 
works for sake of conviction, not seeking 
selfish ends and emolumenta. He has 
never presented himself ss caodidste for 
office for which he is fitted by natural 
abilities and to which his appointment 
would l>e but the just reward such an un- 
selfish party supporter should receive. 
That this may be said of Mr. Walsh is 
certainly creditable, and it further illus- 
trates what manner of a man he is when 
it may be added that he is mdre con- 
cerned in securing places of honor for 
deserving friends than for himaelf. 

To reach the place he has in his legal 
profession re<iuire<l all the energies of 
his mind and unflagging elTorls; and 
when that end wa^ achieved then 
thought would return to the dreams of 
earlier days. In odd momenta ha began 
to scribble down the hues of poetic in- 
spirstions that would come to him. The 
love of nature which through the^ busy 
years had dwelt with him b^n to find 
expression in poems, which, on being 
submitted to their critical editora, won 
their commendations, and they were 
earnest in sdvising him to develop his 
talent to the utmost. It is the word of en- 
couragement, bestowed rightly and at 
the right time, that is often the main- 
spring of wixrk whose result is frequently 
such, missing it, the world had lost some- 
thing o^' worth.

The " . . . _ 

strength of labor, as of everything 

else, is iu unity and harmony, and 

that which divides and antagonizes, 

though it may apparently redress a 

grievance or remedy a wrongs really 

divides and injures one or lx)th 

parties to the controversy, and the 

only benefit is derived by the ene- 
mies of labor. 
Of the issues involved in the local 

row we care little, except for the 

effect upon and remits to kbor, 

which can be only detrimental. 

"Too much politics" is the charge 

hurled back and forth, and. in all 

candor, this is true of jMrominent 

leaders in both factiona; it has been 

the stumbling block in all local 

labor bodies throughout the coun- 
try as well as here. Bither party 

in our local fight seeking to justify 

its course by charging too nmch 

politics to the other cau truthfully 

be reminded of "people who live in 

glass houses," etc. 

To be frank, the mutual charges 

of "too much politics ' are to a 

greater or less degree true, but in 

neither to the extent charged. 

There are political iicelers with 

axes to grind iu all labor orgauiza- 

tions, as well as in every movement 

in this country where the politician 

or h\>\ henchman is omnipresent; 

but to charge that any labor organ- 
ization is run stdely in the interest 
of politicians is a slander against 

organized labor, however true it 

may be of some of its members. 
That such political henchmen in 
labor organizations should and must 
be squelched and their schemes de- 
feated is true, but to follow the lead 
of other political henchmen, secede 
and set up a rival labor organiza- 
tion, causing division, contention 
and enmity in labor's ranks, can 
only weaken, injure and destroy 
labor, however much it may gratify 
the political henchmen, further and 
build up their schemes. The griev- 
ance of too much politics is cer- 
tainly not redressed and the wrong 
of political influence not righted, 
nor labor relieved from the blight- 
ing influence of either. 

The course whidi the local labor 
row has taken is exactly what the 
jx>liticians and enemies of labor 
want; the former for the votes which 
they hope to gain, the latter be- 
cause division and wrangling always 
precede and indicate disruption and 
destruction. Whatever the motives 
and purposes of the agitators in the 
controversy, their exchanges of de- 
nunciatory resolutions, charges and 
countercharges, statements pro and 
con, while they may tickle the van- 
ity of the author by a brief noto- 
riety of publication, commendation 
or. denunciation by the newspapers 
or partisans, can only widen the 
breach, intensify the feeling, em- 
bitter the enmity and injure labor 
in the end. 

But what is to be done ? First, 
halt and silence. The right of any 
individual or organization to with- 



never been attempted in the Cen 
tral Labor Union, nor openly 
charged, until after an election and 
the defeat of the minorit\-, when 
the charge is made, not formally, as 
the law requires, but publicly in the 
newspapers and on the streets; not 
investigated, argued and decided 
within the organization and accord- 
ing to its laws, but every fellow for 
bini.self, charging and counter- 
charging, with the whole world for 
an audieice; and without even pre- 
ferring charges, offering proof, try- 
ing the ca.se, and seeking a verdict 
of the organization, the minority 
withdraw and strive to ^rm a rival 
organization. Whatever their mo- 
tives, however just their grounds, 
they certainly began wrong end 
first, and by their utter disregard 
of law and order in their animus 
and haate placed themselves in an 
unfavorable attitude before the labor 
organizations, whatever the poli- 
ticians and newspapers m iy think or 
say about it. 

Only six organizations seem to 
approve of this course. Certainly 
indicative that it is not the course 
desired by organized labor, and the 
longer it is persisted in the more 
bitterness will it engender, and the 
more hkely to be formally and em- 
phatically repudiated In due time. 

We do not impugn the motives 
of those who favored withdrawal 
nor the organizations which with- 
drew from the Central Labor Union. 
That was their right, with or with- 
out cause; but it ought to be clear 
to them now that the attempt to 
form a rival local body, whatever 
may be claimed in its justification, 
is not approved by the vast majority 
of labor organizations, and should 
be abandoned in the interest of har- 
mony in labor's cause.

The Union League Club of Chi- 
cago at its Washington birthday 
observance filled the Auditorium to 
its doors, the immense throng wish- 
ing to hear the gifted Bourke Cock- 
ran, of New York, who was the 
principal orator of the day. From 
his reference to alliance with Eng- 
landf which met with hearty ap- 
proval, we extract the following: 

"It has been said that the time 
has come when there should be a 
closer union between the Bnglish- 
speaking races, and when we turn 
to the words of Washington's fare- 
well address we are told that that 
was antiquated, that Waahington 
could not have foreseen the condi- 
tions which have ari.sen. What 
could we gain by alliances and 
what would we risk? We could 
never maintain that moral weight 
which we enjoy today if the atti- 
tude of impartiality and benevo- 
lence were substityted for special 
friendship for any particular one. 
But it is said that we speak the 
same language as iiugland, and 
that therefore we should be 
bound in close relations to her. 



or involve us in the cabals or in- 
trigues of any Buropean court." 

The following predictions relative 
to peace in the future and the in- 
dustrial situation iu this country are 
significant, and his plea for justke 
to the masses will commend itsdf to 
those who have the best interests of 
our country at heart: 

"Perhaps I may be considered ex- 
travagant, but I certainly am sin- 
cere when I say, in my judgment, 
this country is closing upon the last 
great war which the world will see 
for ages. My belief is based upon 
the knowledge that cf)mmcrce is a 
great agent for peace; that there is 
no obstacle for war so formidable as 
a maturing Mil of exchange. But 
there is danger which commerce de- 
velops in proportion as it diminishes 
the prospect of sctual conflict be- 
tween nations. There is a domestic 
disorder which is becoming rapidly 
more frequent, and with which it is 
the part of statesmanship to deal. 
If I were asked to define the eco- 
nomic effect of the Christian revela- 
tion I should say it was the lUb-^ti- 1 
tution of free labor for .slavery. The 
free laborer demands a fair shan: of 
what his toil has helped to create, 
and the .squabble over the proper 
share of the laborer has developed 
a kind of civil war known as a 
strike, more dangerous to society 
than any international conflict which 
has occurred in the progress of his- 
tory. The solution of this problem 
is to be found where the solution of 
ever>- problem has been ffuind — in 
ju.stice, equity and courage to do 
right. All that is necessary to abso- 
lution of any difficulty is a disposi- 
tion to reach a solution that is 
consistent with equity. In this 
country we have every reason to as- 
sume that the question be sdved, 
because here we have clothed the 
laborer with a dignity which was 
new to him, and he has borne it 
with a dignity which was worthy of 
the trust. Already we have estab- 
lished that the laborer is the foun- 
tain of our prosperity, the architect 
of our greatness. We hold him 
nobler than the soldier, and that is 
a tremendous advance in the history 
of the world. Better than the 
mercenary soldier of Europe, not 
better than the citizen soldier of 
America, for the laborer is the citi- 
zen soldier. 

'That this country will solve this 
question, that the Twentieth century 
will be marked by the establishment 
of principles for the solution of in- 
dustrial disputes, as the Nineteenth 
centtiry has been marked by the 
establishment of principles which 
prompt peace between all nations, 
no man can dispute who looks over 
the history of the world.

There 
have been no manufacturers or represen- 
tatives of manufacturers who work upon 
the eight-bour system, preaent in opposi- 
tion to tbe bill. The opposition has 
come frmn eatabliahmenta whidi are 
possibly receiving tbe bulk of Govern- 
ment contracts, and who are working 
their men ten hours per day.

Tlu- dinner of the New York C.aplic 
Society to its I'resideut, Major K. T. Mc- 
Crjratal, of the Sixty-ninth reciment, was 
a most succeasfnl and enjoyable affair, 
sayR the Irish World. Sevptitv-five niem- 
lu-rs were pn-wnl and a lar^i- niiinlx r of 
quests. Mr. I'ierce Kent presidi-fl and 
o|>ened the poat prandial exercises hy a 
few remarks in Gaelic, in which be ex- 
ymeed the pleasure of the members of 
the society io having the President among 
them again, and said that althoogh this, 
like all the society's reunions, was in- 
formal, there were a few set toasts. The 
first ( in mOkt daring ami unpardonable 
disregard of the etiquette established by 
the New York Chamber of Commerce), 
was the "President of the United States," 
which was suitably responded to by Mr. 
Denis A. Spclleasy. "Our Guest" was 
proposed by the Hon. Joseph F. Daly, 
ex-Judge of the Supreme Court, who 
paid a liixh tribute to Major McCrystal 
for bis personal (|ualities, bis work in the 
Gaelic Society and his record in the 
Sixty-ninth re^ment. Major McCrystal, 
on rising to respond, received an ovation, 
being checked again and again. He 
spoke briefly in Gaelic, thnnking the so- 
ciety for the very warm reception they 
had given biin, and afterwwd Spoke in 
lin^lisb, as follows: 

My Dear Friends of the Gaelic Soci- 
ety: If ever 1 nee<led sny evidence or 
held any doubt as to my status among 
the workers in the Gaelic movement, it 
bat been set at rest The warmth and 
heaitineaB with which you have welcomed 
my return to your ranks would more 
than please and delij<ht One who knew 
yon less llian I clo. What then can yo\i 
conceive my feelinjjs to be wbo know 
your gO(Mlness, earnestness and loving- 
ness so well and who has worked so long 
in your ranks? I confess to you now that 
I am compltteiy overpowered by this 
ovation and the many beautiful expres- 
sions of undying friendship and love 
conveved liy Ibe s|)e.ikeis who have just 
preceded me. The other evening when 
society's room to sur- 
prise you in yotk .^ork the heartiness 
and sincerity of your welcome robbed me 
of tlw power of i^eechr Md^ tonight, 
thongh I have had eome thne tb.^, I 
ooofMi to you and plead that I ain left 
in a like condition. For this manifesta- 

lion. for this evideiH'o of your esteem, I 
know iiol words wherewith to express 
the gratituile I feel and my appreciation 
of yoiu- wholeaouled good will. 

But, my dear Gaelic friends, I can 
■carealjr ti^e it as a tribute to my per- 
sonal worth alone (though, as I said to 
you on Wednesday evening last, I have 
returned to render to yon an exact ac- 
counting of my stcwardsbiji I, biil u'tlier 
because I «ni one who represents the 
high principle by which every Celto- 
Ameripan is and should be moved — un- 
swerving loyalty to the land of our adop- 
tion, as ifcU as to the land from whence 
we or our fathers came. I take it that 
in honoring me here tonight as your 
I'resideut, tlie Gaelic Society seeks to 
do honor in like manner to my gallant 
comrades of the Sixty-ninth regiment, 
who nine months ago broke every tie that 
bound them to those whom they held 
dear, and lightly passed to the front to 
proM to the world that no more loyal 
defenders of the stars and stirpes could 
be found than among the children of 
"Craine Mhaol." And though it was not 
the goo<l fortune of our regiment to ex- 
hibit on the tield of blood and strife the 
courage and dogged loyalty which had 
marked it in the civil war, there were 
few v{ho doubted iU aMUty to do so. 
When this strife broke out, as one of 
those who bad been serving in the State 
(".uard, I felt myself as an American, as 
u soldier and as one who never was and, 
I pray GotI, never will be recreant to his 
race, its hopes and traditions, in honor 
bound to ruapond to the call for men to 
defend the honor of my adoptad land; 
and ao, too, my regiment iMpondcd, 
without regard to State lines, without 
evasions or qualifications of any char- 
acter; and I say to vou, niy friends, you 
who have known me so long ami so well, 
I never felt prouder of my Americanism, 
of my Irish blood and of my faithful 
service of eighteen years thu on the 
24tta day of Misy la^, when we passed 
throngh New York on onr way to the 
front, not knowing who might return. 

And there were and are reasons why we 
should be jirond. The call to arms 
lighte<l the martial (ires in nnny an Irish 
heart: the resjMinse of New York's Irish 
Sixty-ninth met an echo in the Ninth 
Massachusetts, the Seventh Illinois, the 
Sheridan Ouard.-of Mancheater, N. H.; 
the Wolfe Tone Gnard, of St Louis, as 
well as of Detrcdt; the First California, 
the Emmet Gnard, of Washington, and 
many other companies whose identity is 
oliscured or lost in various State nu- 
merical deaigiutions. It was claimed at 
the outset of this war that those of onr 
dtiaens of Irish lineage could not be re- 
lied upon, and once more, according to 
the Anglo-Saxon bogies and theghoats 
of the Scotch-Irish myth, it behooved the 
Government to look well to it that it had 
not nurtured vipers with'n its bosom.

The Sixty-ninth Iriah Regi- 
ment of the New York C.iiard stands as 
the connecting link between the actu- 
alities of the pre.sent and the traditions 
of a glorious pest. Organized in \S'A by 
the refugees of "Young Ireland," it lives 
the emboditaent and exponent of their 
prindplea. It taken op the thread of 
tradition from the cradle di<ya of this 
nation — that story which tells ns how- 
John Sullivan and his brother James, 
sons of an Irish scluxdinaster, captured, 
and took from I'ort Willi.Tin and Mary 
the amis and nuinitions which subse- 
quently on Bunker Hill sounded the 
desth knell of monardiy in America. It 
tells us of the sacrifices and deeds of a 
Knox, a Wayne, a Moylan, a Fitzgerald 
ami a Conway, of the Irish dragoons; 
aye — let cavillers (jnestion who dare — of 
Morgan's famous Irish Kiflemen; how 
Count Roche threw up his commission in 
the French service and was the first of 
the foreign swordsmen to come to fight 
for freedom. It tells us that 1,800 of 
Rochambeaa's l^on were the veterans 
of France's famous Irish Brigade. I'rom 
Quebec, where the Irish Monty >niery 
laid down his life, to the ranipans of 
Savannah in the South, Irish blood 
flowed lavishly on every field during that 
seven years' struggle. Nor must we for- 
get the deeds of McComb, Jackson, 
Barry, O'Brien or lIcDonough, in the 
war 181*2, when the status of an American 
citi/.en was determined once and for all. 
In the .Mexican war Shields and Kearney 
with numerous others upheld the honor 
of the "fighting r.tce." 

In the great contest of IKCl there could 
no more be room for doubt than iu the 
last. Disregarding the debated questions 
w hich tore the nation apart when trea- 
son showed her foul face at Sumter, the 
representative corps of the Irish in 
America, the Sixty-ninth, hurled ilaclf 
into the fra)' and became the mother of 
regiments and brigades. Needless to 
mention the names of Meagher, Shielda, 
Corcoran, Mulligan, Nugent, Kelly, 
Guiny, Caia and Sheridan and others who 
led their countrymen on many a Moody 
field from Corinth to Petersburg. 

Nor in the recent conflict, as I said be- 
fore, can a iloiibt remain ill an honest 
mind as to our position. Irish-American 
military-organizations asked no guaran- 
tees before they would leave their States 
to defend, if need l>e with their lives, the 
nation's honor. They knew but how to 
do their duty, and hastened to do that 
duty with the same alr.crity that they 
would liHve answered a call to strike one 
blow for that island home which had 
given birth to them or their fathers. 

I fear I have detained you over long 
with my disjointed remarks, but I could 
not allow the occasion to go by without 
calling attention to the last attempt to 
belittle or <leiiy the facts of .Vmerican 
history by the narrow, illiberal coteries 
of so-calleil .-Vnglo-Saxons (Tories in re- 
ality), and the harborers of that still 
more homeless, countryless fiction— the 
Scotch-Iriah. 

I thank you again and again for this 
manifestation of your esteem. I thsnk 
you in the name of those fort\ com- 
rades of mine who sleep their last sleep 
l>eueath a Southern sky or are scattered 
through the cold, silent graveyards of 
the North. In the name of the 160 brave 
fellows who succumbed to horrors of 
camp diaeaae and fevera, I thank you 
for this tribute. 

And last, though not the least, in the 
name of that splendid brxly you saw 
march home last Monday evening, who, 
had an opjHjrtunity presented would 
liave shed additional luster on the Irish 
name. The Sixty-ninth Regiment, New 
York Volunteer Infantry, haa passed out 
of exiateaoe and nothing but the memory 
remains. It was worthy the tribute paid 
last week and thisjastin honoring me. 
And I assure you as one ot that corps 
I will not forget it. Neither am 1 un- 
mindful of your kindness to me pers in- 
ally. The memory of this uight, mark- 
ing as it does my return to your ranks 
and the pleaaure and joy it gives ns sU, 
will live with me to the end. 

Ailjutant John V. Scanlon replied to the 
toast of "the Sixty-ninth Regiment," and 
Mr. James McManus (Mac) to "the 
Gaelic League of Ireland." Mr. Thomas 
S. Lonegria delivered an eloquent ad- 
dress in response to "Ireland a Nation."

.\t a large meeting of tin- Uailielxiro' 
Ho.ml of Ouardians a letter w as read from 
the I.,ocal Government Board stating that 
to avoid complications which would arise 
they had decided to issue a sealed order 
constituting the electoral divisions of 
Crossbane, Kilinkere, .Miillagli and Ter- 
mon into one dispensary district. Mul- 
j lagli division has been in Moynally ilis- 
' trict; Crossbane was a branch ilistrict of 
Virginia, Kili-ikere waa included in the 
I Bailieboro' district and Termon was a 
j small district under Dr. Clark; Bally- 
I jamesduff. A . resolution waa passed 
i objecting to the establishment of the 
jiroposed distiict, .is ilu- mianlians con- 
sidered that the interests of the poor 
would be better attended to under the 
existing state of affairs. 

Recently the entire premises known as 
the Soldiers' Home and the Sailors' Rest, 
on the beach, Queenstown, as well as the 
boot and sli<>e I'stablishinent of Messrs. 
Tyler, who occu|)y a ))ortion of the build- 
ings on the ground floor, were completely 
destroyed by fire. There was, however, 
no loss of life, though there were twenty- 
seven or twenty-eight persons sleeping in 
the Sailon' Hom<* at the time. One sol- 
dier. while endeavoring to escape from 
the i)reiiii-,es, jumped or fell into the yard 
and received a very serious wound on the 
head, an<l it is feared his legs .ire broken. 
He was conveyed to the military hospital. 
The spacious premises were built at>out 
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O'Reilly, and a considerable tarn WM 
expended in their erection. There were 
also extensive premises in the rear. 

At a large and inlluential meeting of 
the Dublin Wexfordnien's Association P. 
S. Lawlor presided and dwelt on the 
many benefits to be derived from the lo- 
cal government act, expressing a hope 
that the voice of labor would now be 
effectively heard throughout the country. 
He also emphasized th(? necessity of lib- 
erating the prisoners incarcerated in Hrit- 
ish dungeons. T. Foley said a peace cru- 
sade had been started, and the first step 
that should be taken in connection with 
such a movement waa to unbar the prison 
doors and lit)eratc the Irish political pris- 
oners convicteil by packed juries on the 
evidence of informers. He referred to 
the treitment of Pitzharris, which he 
characterized as the most barbarous that 
had ever disgraced the history of man- 
kind. Ur. Fitspatrick said the tyran- 
nical treatment of the Irish political pris- 
oners was recognized far and wide, and 
the demand for their release would be 
made wherever the Celt had found a 
home. Mr. Lawlor projxised the follow- 
ing resolution, which was .seconded by 
Mr. C)'Neill and carried unanimously: 
"That we, the representatives of the ex- 
iled Wexfordmen of Dublin beg to con- 
gratulate the people of our county on 
their excellent choice for their Council 
Boards of kind and sterling Nationalists, 
and especially the people of the town of 
Wexford for securing as their rejireseiila- 
lives such tried and worthy Caels as 
Alderman Cosgrove and Councillor H. 
O'Connor. R. O'Neil and J. J. Stafford, 
and, further, we beg to congratulate 
Mayor Ryan on his re-election to the 
chair for the second time, and we earn- 
estly wish them every success in carrying 
out their projects fur tlu tuiiire good and 
welfare of our distu-^si .1 ..mutrv."

Years go by and by accident the 
Corsican woman learns of jOerald's 
wealth and position, and to be revenged 
destroys a painting, letting suspicion fall 
on Gerald's wife. Her Corsican hu.sbaii<l 
keepa his oath of vendetta, and she is 
rendered powen. - 
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The aggregate happiness of society, 
which is best promoted by the prac- 
tice of a virtuoua policy, is or ought to 
lie the end of all government. 

My ]x)Iitics are plain and simple. I 
think that eviry nation has a right to 
establish that form of government un- 
der which il conceives it may live most 
liappy, provided it infracts no right or is 
not dangeroua to others, and that no 
govemmeatt ought to iaterfere with the 
internal conceros of aaother ' except for 
the security of what is due to them- 
selves. 

Republicanism is not the phantom of 
a fleluded imagination. On the contrary, 
laws under no form of government are 
Ifetter supported, liberty and property 
secured or happiness more efftctnally 
dispensed to mankind. 

Liberty when it begina to take root is 
a plant of rapid growth. 

Great Britain thought she was only 
to hold up the rod and all would be 

hushed. 

1 think the I'.u liaiiu iit of Crcat Britain 
has no more right to put their bands into 
my pocket without my consent than I 
have to put my hands into yoort. 

Our cause is noble. It is the cause of 
mankind, and the danger to it is to be 
api)rehended from ourselves. Shall we 
slumber aiiii sleep while we should be 
punishing those miscreants who have 
brought these troubles njion us? 

I think our ])olitical system can be 
comparetl to the mechanism of a clock, 
and we should derive a lesson from it, 
for it answers no good purpose to keep 
the smaller wheels in order if the grester 
one, which is the support and prime 
mover of the w hole, is neglected. 

.\s there can lie no harm in a pious 
wish for the good of one's country, I 
shall offer it as mine that each State 
would not only choose but absolutely 
compel their ablest men to attend Con- 
gress, and that they would instruct 
them togoiiit'p.i t linrough investigation 
of the causes that have priHlnced so many 
ilisiigreeable effects. 

The foundation of a great empire is 
laid, and I please myself with the per- 
suasion that Proviilence will not leave ita 
work imperfect. 

The preservation of the sacred fire of 
liberty and the destiny of the republican 
mixlel of goveriiineiit are justly Consid- 
ered, staked on the experiment intrusted 
to the hands of the .\merican people. 

The very idea of the power and the 
right of the people to establish gov- 
ernment presupposes the duty of every 
individual to obey the established gov- 
ernment. 

The Constitnlioii is a guide which I 
nevei i .in ab.nnlon. 
Such, for wise purposes il is presumed, 

to th e tofbalcBc e of tmtmt-pu^eaa^ 
pwty ditpotcs, whea victory more than 
truth is the palm contended for, that 
"the post of honor is a private station," 

Of two men e<iually well affecteil to 
the true interests of their couulry, of 
equal abilities and eijually disposed to 
lend their support, it is the part of pru- 
dence to give preference to him against 
whom the least clamor can be excited. 

In all important matters deliberate 
maturely, but execute promptly and vig- 
orously. 

It should be the policy of united 
America to administer to the wants of 
other nations without being engaged in 
their quarrels, and it is not in the ability 
of the proudest and moat polite people 
on earth to prevent us from beooming a 
greet, a respectable and a commercial 
nation if we shall continue united and 
faithful to ourselves. 

I hope .some day we shall become a 
storehouse and granary for the world. 

There is nothing which will so soon 
produce a speedy and honorable peace as 
a atate of preparation for war, and we 
must do this or lay our account to patch 
up an iaglodous peace after all the toil, 
blood and treasure we have spent. 

Sei)arated as we are by a world of « ater 
from other nations, if we are wis-- we 
shall surely avoid being drawn into the 
labyrinth of their politica and involved 
in their destructive wara. 

It is among nations as with individ- 
uals—the party Uking advantage of the 
distresses of another will lose infinitely 
more, in the opinion of mankind and in 
consequent events, than it will gain by 
the stroke of the moment. 

Candor is not a more conspicuous trait 
in the character of governments than it 
is of individuals. 

The dispensation of justice belongs to 
the ckril msgistrate, and let it ever be 
our pride and our glory to leave the 
sacred deposits there inviolate. 

The life of the husbandman is of all 
others the most delightful. It is honor- 
able, it is amusing and, with jndidotu 
management, it is profitable. 

For the sake of humanity it is devoutly 
to be wished that the manly employment 
of agriculture and the hnmaniiing bene- 
fit of commerce will supersede the waste 
of war and the rage of conquest. 

Commerce and industry tie the best 
mints of a nation. 

However unimportant America amy be 
considered at present, and however Brit- 
ain may de^se her trade, there will 
assuredly come a day when this country 
will have some weight in the scale of 
empires. 

Be cool but determined. Do not fite at 
a disUnce, but wait for orders from yoor' 

officers. 

The virtue, .sjtirit and union in the 
provinces leave them nothing to fear but 
the want of ammunitidfa. 

Three things pronqit men to regular 
discharge of their duty in time of action 
—natural bravery, hope of reward and 
fear of punishment. 

When we assumed the .soldier \vi- did 
not lay aside the citizen. We shall most 
suieh rejoice with you in that happy 
hour when the establishment of .\mericati 
liberty upon the most firm and solid 
foundations shall enable us to return to
